Nova Scotia cancer rates highest in nation

Deirdre Leahy says cancer 
isn’t a dirty word; “it’s just 
what I have.” 

And she isn’t afraid to tell 
others she has been fight¬ 
ing Hodgkin’s lymphoma 
since she was 17 years old. 

In Nova Scotia alone, 312 
males and females aged 15 
to 29 were diagnosed with 
cancer over the last five 
years, according to a Cana¬ 
dian Cancer Statistics report 
released Thursday. That’s 
about 62 young people an¬ 
nually. 

“People have to under¬ 
stand that I have cancer to 
understand me,” Leahy, 
now 24, said after sharing 
her story with a small group 
gathered inside the Canadi¬ 
an Cancer Society’s office 
on South Street. 

That’s why she refused to 
wear a wig to her prom 
when she graduated from 
the former Sir John A. Mac¬ 
donald High School and has 
gladly let all her friends rub 
her head after going 
through chemotherapy. 

Across Canada, about 
2,075 young people are di¬ 
agnosed with cancer annu¬ 
ally and 326 die from the 
disease. 

“While the increase in 
survival is good news, more 
information is needed 
about cancer in this age 
group and about the unique 
challenges these young pa¬ 
tients face so more can be 
done,” says Louise Parker, 
chair of population cancer 
research for the society’s 
Nova Scotia Division. 

Lymphomas are one of 
the most commonly diag- 


STUDY The bad news is Nova 
Scotia still has the highest 
cancer incidence rates in the 
country, the Canadian Can¬ 
cer Society announced 
Thursday. 

Maureen Summers, execu¬ 
tive director of the society's 
Nova Scotia division, said 
6,000 new cancer diagnoses 
and 2,700 deaths from the 
diseased are expected here 
this year alone. 

But the good news is the 

nosed cancers for both gen¬ 
ders in this age group, the 
society says. 


survival rate for all cancers in 
this province has improved 
by 4-5 per cent over the past 
decade, up to 62 per cent, 
she said. 

Nevertheless, Ms. Sum¬ 
mers said Nova Scotians 
need to do more to maintain 
healthy lifestyles and that 
more population-based can¬ 
cer research is needed to 
better understand these 
stats. 

"Cancer statistics are peo- 

Leahy said obstacles she 
has faced include taking 
five instead of three years to 


pie with the tears wiped 
away," she said, repeating a 
telling quote she once 
heard. 

Also according to the 2009 
Canadian Cancer Statistics, 
about 40 per cent of Canadi¬ 
an women and 45 per cent 
of men will develop cancer 
during their lifetimes, while 
about one in four in this 
country will die from the dis¬ 
ease.

“It’s that weird stage in 
life when you’re going from 
child to adult,” she said.

Leahy hopes talking 
about cancer will help en¬ 
courage other young people 
to stay healthy and if they 
have cancer, to stay strong 
and follow their dreams. 

“I just want to be an ESL 
teacher and just travel the 
world.”

Release the budget, already: Opposition 

Liberals, NDP demand Tories let province see 'entire picture’

Hospitals and school 
boards will both get more 
funding next year, the 
government announced 
Thursday. 

All nine district health 
authorities and the IWK 
Health Centre will receive 
a four per cent increase to 
operational or non-wage 
budgets, as well as full 
funding for wage and ben¬ 
efit increases. 

While the increase is less 
than the seven per cent 
district health authorities 
got in recent years, the 
government will also chip 
in $10 million to be spent 
on medical equipment. 

The province separately 
announced that it would 
be giving $44.8 million to 
school boards in 2009-10. 
Most of that money will go 
towards salary costs. 

Premier Rodney Mac¬ 
Donald said he was an¬ 
nouncing the spending in¬ 
creases before the spring 
budget because the depart¬ 
ments needed to know 


how much money they 
had to work with. He dis¬ 
missed the idea that the 
announcements were po¬ 
litical. 

“Not at all. There are cer¬ 
tain obligations our school 
boards have, for example 
contractual obligations,” 
he told reporters Thursday. 


“It provides for better de¬ 
cision making. And it’s ap¬ 
propriate, given some of 
the time constraints that 
they’re under.” 

The education spending 
is close to the 4.5 per cent 
increase school boards had 
been seeking. 

However district health 


authorities didn’t get the 
seven per cent increase 
they were hoping for. 
Health Minister Karen 
Casey said she wouldn’t 
give specific numbers until 
the district health authori¬ 
ties get them, but said the 
increase should be enough.

Musicians sponsor slow-and-steady turtle race

It’s a turtle race for which 
you’ll find coverage online 
and competitors with 
sponsors like R.E.M. and 
Pearl Jam. 

Eleven endangered 
leatherback sea turtles are 
racing from feeding areas 
off the Atlantic Ocean to 
breeding areas in the 
warm, tropical waters of 
the warm Caribbean. The 
race started yesterday off 
the Nova Scotia coast near 


St. Margarets Bay and will 
last about two weeks. 

The race is taking place 
to spotlight the impor¬ 
tance of protecting these 
“iconic animal species” 
from extinction. The 
leatherback is the 
world’s largest 
turtle, grow¬ 
ing up to be 
two metres in 
length and 500 
kilograms. 

“Waters off Atlantic 
Canada are one of the most 
important feeding grounds 
for leatherback turtles,” 


Dr. Mike James, director of 
science for the Canadian 
Sea Turtle Network, said in 


a release. 

“Canadians share their 
leatherbacks with the in¬ 


ternational community, 
and this race highlights 
how important it is we 
work together to care for 
this species.” 

The leatherbacks have 
each been satellite-tagged 
by Canadian Sea Tur¬ 
tle Network in Hali¬ 
fax to monitor 
their progress, 
which people can do 
online at greatturtler 
ace.org. Turtle names for 
the race include Night- 
swimmer, sponsored by 
R.E.M., and Pearl Jam’s 
Backspaces 



Workers comp system needs overhaul, say advocates

Cops unveil ‘significant' clue 

Jacket believed to belong to suspect in death of Juamar Carvery

Halifax police hope a 
sporty black and silver 
jacket found the night Jua¬ 
mar Carvery was killed 
will put a major piece in 
their murder investigation 
puzzle. 

The 21-year-old father of 
two was shot to death near 
Uniacke Square almost a 
year ago. 

The Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice investigator heading 
up the Carvery case told 
the media Thursday the 
jacket, adorned with the 
word Fubu, was found un¬ 
derneath a car on Wood 
Avenue and could be 
“quite significant to the in¬ 
vestigation.” 

“That’s why we want to 
present it now,” Sgt. Kevin 
Smith said as he stood on 
Olympic Court next to a 
memorial dedicated to 
Carvery. 

That’s also where patrol 
officers found Carvery suf¬ 
fering from several gun 
shot wounds after mid¬ 
night last May 3. He died in 
hospital. 

“We believe it belongs to 
one of the suspects in the 
shooting,” Smith said, 
adding the jacket turned 
up when a police dog led 
officers to the cul-de-sac 
off North Street. 

“We just feel that there’s 
potential for people to pos¬ 
sibly recognize it and come 


forward,” he said. 

Police have “several per¬ 
sons of interest” in mind, 
Smith said. “Our witness 
information suggests that 
there were three suspects 
that fled north in the direc¬ 
tion of the MacDonald 
Bridge.” 


A woman who lives next 
to the walkway where po¬ 
lice found Carvery said on 
Thursday that she heard 
five gunshots ring out that 
fateful night. 

“I looked out the win¬ 
dow and (saw) the police,” 
she said. “I was shaking.” 


The woman, who called 
herself Angela, said the 
young man “was like one 
of her boys” and communi¬ 
ty members are still upset 
over his death. 

Police are asking anyone 
with information to call 
the major crime unit at 


490-5333. 

“Knowing what occurred 

— and by no means do we 
think we know everything 

— is one thing (and) prov¬ 
ing it is another thing,” 
Smith said. “That’s a bur¬ 
den that we have to con¬ 
tend with.”

Students stage cuts protest

Halifax’s aspiring artists 
planned to hold a unique 
demonstration overnight 
Thursday to protest 
potential budget cuts at 
NSCAD University. 

Students held an “all 
night studio-in” on all 
three campuses to show 
their opposition to shut¬ 
ting down 24-hour access 
to the school. The universi¬ 


ty’s board of governors 
could discuss the matter at 
their meeting April 30. 

“NSCAD students rely 
on round-the-clock studio 
access for the use of spe¬ 
cialized equipment to 
complete their academic 
requirements,” the 

school’s student union 
said in a news release. The 
school will close from 
11:30 p.m. to 7 a.m. “if 
these controversial budg¬ 
et cuts are passed.” 

Student union president 


Emily Davidson said Thurs¬ 
day those cuts could 
amount to $145,000, or 
less than one per cent of 
the university’s total costs. 

She said the cost chop¬ 
ping could also result in re¬ 
duced library hours and re¬ 
move vital student jobs. 
For many students, she 
said, those minimum wage 
jobs mean the difference 
between attending school 
or dropping out. 

University spokes¬ 
woman Linda Hutchison 


confirmed Thursday the 
university is “considering 
various options for cost¬ 
saving,” but said it’s “pre¬ 
mature” to say what areas 
are at risk. 

Hutchison said adminis¬ 
trators are listening to stu¬ 
dents, adding their con¬ 
cerns will be taken into 
consideration when mak¬ 
ing cuts. 

Davidson said more 
than 250 students have 
signed a petition to make 
their case stronger.

Sunwing still operating 
in Sydney, airline says 


A discount airline says its 
business as usual until the 
Sydney Airport Authority 
tells it otherwise. 

Sunwing Airlines contin¬ 
ues to advertise Sydney as 
one of its Canadian desti¬ 
nations and the company 
is still selling tickets on its 
website for the seasonal 
service that is slated to be¬ 
gin from the Sydney air¬ 
port in June. 

The chief executive offi¬ 
cer of the Sydney Airport 
Authority told the Cape Bre¬ 
ton Post Tuesday that Sun¬ 
wing is no longer welcome 
to fly into Sydney due to the 
addition of a new seasonal 
service offered by Westjet. 

Larry MacPherson said 
Sunwing didn’t notify the 
airport of its plans to re¬ 
turn. Instead, the airport 


agreed to a deal with West- 
Jet that will see a Boeing 
737 fly non-stop to Toronto 
three times a week, begin¬ 
ning May 5. It will have a 
capacity of 105 to 120 pas¬ 
sengers. 

“It marks a strange set of 
circumstances when an 
airport ... is now control¬ 
ling, under the auspices of 
the general manager or 
chairman of the board, say¬ 
ing who can and cannot 
come into a market,” said 
Bob Sime, Sunwing’s gen¬ 
eral manager for Atlantic 
Canada. 

He said in the case of the 
Canadian destinations serv¬ 
iced by Sunwing, its flight 
capacity is in “high de¬ 
mand” for the upcoming 
summer tourism season.

Survival rate brightens for patients aged 15 to 29, new study shows

Next month will bring a 
triumphant milestone for 
Sommer Ellis. On May 5, it 
will be five years since the 
24-year-old was diagnosed 
with Hodgkin lymphoma. 

“It’s been a long battle 
and it’s so reassuring I’ve 
almost reached that 
mark,” she said. “I plan to 
have a big celebration with 
family and friends.” 

The Toronto woman is 
among an increasing num¬ 
ber of young Canadians 
coping successfully with 
cancer. The Canadian Can¬ 
cer Society yesterday re¬ 
leased statistics showing a 
5 per cent increase in the 
five-year survival rate of 


• On average, there were 
2,075 new cancer cases a year 
for Ellis' 15 to 29 age group 
between 1992 and 2005 in 
Canada. Lymphomas are one 
of the most commonly diag¬ 
nosed cancers for both sexes, 
along with thyroid cancer in 
females and testicular cancer 
in males. 

• Incidence rates grew slightly 

patients between 15 and 
29 years of age. 

Despite the good news, 
the society says this is a 
“largely understudied pop¬ 
ulation” of cancer sufferers 


for both sexes between 1996 
and 2005 for this age group — 
for males by 0.8 per cent a 
year and for females by 1.4 per 
cent. But death rates declined 
by a greater number, for males 
by 2.9 per cent a year and for 
females by 1.4 per cent, be¬ 
tween 1995 and 2004. The 
most common cancer killer for 
both genders is leukemia. 

when it comes to cancer 
and more research and 
supports are required to 
meet their needs. 

Among those in this age 
range diagnosed with can¬ 


cer between 2001 and 
2004, 85 per cent are still 
alive today. That’s up from 
80 per cent in that time 
frame for those diagnosed 
between 1992 to 1995. 

The five-year survival 
rate is an indicator of a 
good prognosis beyond 
that point. The longer a 
person lives cancer-free, 
the better the chances the 
disease won’t return. 

“It’s definitely great 
news,” said Ellis, who 
works in public relations 
at the University Health 
Network. “We hope the 
rate continues to rise,” she 
says.

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No faith in Afghan clerics 




hen Taliban 
gunmen 
shot dead 
prominent 
women’s 
rights activist Sitara 
Achalczai in Kandahar last 
Sunday, they had nothing to 
hide. It was broad daylight 
after all. 

To further underline that 
bloody message of hatred 
for women, a Taliban 
spokesman claimed respon¬ 
sibility for the murder. 

Clearly, misogyny has 
married impunity and the 
Taliban — ousted from 
power in 2001 — is, once 
more, terrorizing the 
women of its country. 

Achalczai’s assassination 
was but the latest in a series 
of murders targeted at 
women’s rights activists. 
Under almost identical cir¬ 
cumstances, Taliban gun¬ 
men in September killed 
the highest-ranking female 
police officer in Kandahar, 
Lt.-Col. Malalai Kalcar. 

Such murders are just the

most visible signs of the vio¬ 
lence meted out to the girls 
and women of Afghanistan. 
Just last month, the United 
Nations warned in its annu¬ 
al human rights report that 
Afghan women’s rights 
were little better today than 
they were during the brutal 
reign of the ultra-conserva¬ 
tive Taliban. 

Girls as young as seven 
are targets of rape, while 
other females suffer “hon¬ 
our killings,” early and 
forced marriages, sexual 
abuse and slavery, the UN 
report said. 


Obviously, in the absence 
of rule of law everyone is 
vulnerable in Afghanistan. 
But girls and women are on 
the bottom of everyone’s 
lists. President Hamid 
Karzai was forced to recon¬ 
sider his signature on a law 
allowing marital rape after 
an international outcry ear¬ 
lier this month. Hardline 
clerics seem hell-bent on 
justifying the most heinous 
of acts in the name of Islam. 

When the president is 
willing to sell women out 
and when those who claim 
to be the gatekeepers of 


God give sanction to such 
selling out, it is not difficult 
to understand why the Tal¬ 
iban’s hate for women gets 
a free ride. 

We hear a lot about the 
need to talk to the Taliban 
to end fighting in 
Afghanistan. Such a conver¬ 
sation must not happen at 
the expense of Afghan girls 
and women. 

I am a Muslim woman 
who is fed up of those lead¬ 
ers and clerics who claim to 
speak in the name of my re¬ 
ligion and yet who ignore 
its message of justice and 
equality. They are just as 
much to blame as the gun¬ 
men who shot Achakzai 
and Kalcar. 

Both women were Mus¬ 
lim and knew the violence 
had nothing to do with reli¬ 
gion, but was just plain old 
misogyny. Kalcar used to 
protect abused wives by 
physically beating their hus¬ 
bands. 

As I say a prayer for Sitara 
and Malalai, I hope they’ve 
found peace in feminist 
heaven.

When the news hit you 
could almost hear the 
drunk guy at the end of the 
bar cursing. 

Predictably, the decision 
to brew Alexander Keith’s 
beer in British Columbia is 
not going over well with 
some people. It’s now the 
No. 1 specialty beer in Cana¬ 
da and the company has de¬ 
cided it doesn’t make finan¬ 
cial sense to ship it all from 
the East Coast. 


So Keith’s will now be 
brewed outside of Nova Sco¬ 
tia for the first time, with 
the B.C. brewery servicing 
west of Ontario. 

The problem is that many 
Nova Scotians are astound- 
ingly protective of the 
brand. One person I know 
in the Armed Forces even 
tattooed the Keith’s logo on 
his arm to proudly display 
that he was Nova Scotian. 

“Well that’s just silly,” 
said one friend when I told 
her of the B.C. expansion. 

“ft makes perfect sense, 
but it’s supposed to be our 
beer!” 

She added: “I love Keith’s. 
It makes me feel more Nova 
Scotian. I know it’s all mar¬ 
keting, but it totally works.” 

Setting aside the idea that 


drinking beer somehow 
makes one more Nova Scot¬ 
ian (I actually don’t dispute 
this), my friend is right on 
one thing — it’s all market¬ 
ing. Brilliant, brilliant mar¬ 
keting. 

Despite all the talk of 
“brewing it his way,” any¬ 
one in the industry can tell 
you there’s no way today’s 
Keith’s tastes anything like 
it did in the 1800s. 

I’ve talked to people 
who’ve told me about how 
the beer has changed 
flavours over the course of 
their lifetime, as breweries 
adapt to changing con¬ 
sumer tastes, brewing tech¬ 
nology, etc. 

And as a company, Keith’s 
hasn’t existed for a long 
time. Keith’s strong link to 


Nova Scotia has helped its 
success, but with success 
comes expansion. That’s 
not necessarily a bad thing. 
The Guinness you get here 
isn’t made in Ireland but we 
still think of it as Irish and 
order it on St. Patrick’s Day. 

The link to Nova Scotia 
(aside from that most of it is 
still made here) is that it’s 
marketed as Nova Scotian 
and people here love it. 
That’s not going to change. 

So don’t worry, your 
beloved Keith’s is still the 
same beer. Though person¬ 
ally I don’t see what all the 
fuss is about.

Green power to challenge 
U.S. grid, watchdog says 


energy The push to add 
more renewable wind and 
solar megawatts to the U.S. 
electric mix will force 
changes in the way the 
power grid operates to 
keep electricity flowing re¬ 
liably, said an industry 
watchdog Thursday.

That lack of control, or 
variability, creates thorny 
integration issues for oper¬ 
ators of the bulk-power 
network — the large pow¬ 
er lines that move electrici¬ 
ty from plants to neigh¬ 
bourhoods, NERC said. 

The push for more re¬ 
newable power, “has the 
potential to fundamentally 
change how the system is 
planned, operated and 
used — from the grid oper¬ 
ator right down to the cus¬ 
tomer,” said Rick Sergei, 
NERC president.

If you want to make a sus¬

In his fictional follow-up 
to The Last King of Scot¬ 
land, Macdonald perfectly 
casts Russell Crowe as Cal 
McAffrey, a shaggy, junk 
food-devouring journalist 
who slowly connects the 
dots to a series of seeming¬ 
ly unrelated events — in¬ 
cluding the mysterious 
death of the mistress of a

former-college room¬ 
mate/now-star congress¬ 
man (Ben Affleck). 

Taking an eager cub re¬ 
porter (Rachel McAdams) 
under his wing, McAffrey 
slowly uncovers a conspir¬ 
acy that begins with a pair 
of senseless junkie-thieves 
but ends up involving a 
huge Blackwater-like cor¬ 
poration dealing in 
wartime defence con¬ 
tracts. 

Yes, there’s much in the 
middle but who am I to 
spoil the plot for you? 

Following in the foot¬ 
steps of fact-based dramas 
like All the President’s 
Men, Play is full of 
labyrinthine complications 
that have great potential to 
lose audiences. 

Instead, Macdonald 
keeps the pace quick and 
the characters broad 
enough to make the thriller 
accessibly appealing. It 
doesn’t hurt that he also 
hired a terrific supporting 
cast that notably includes 
Jason Bateman as a priggish 
pansexual publicist. 

However the real key to 
this film’s success was 
nabbing such acclaimed 
scribes as Tony Gilroy (Du¬ 
plicity) and Billy Ray 
(Breach) to compact the 
successful BBC six-hour 
mini-series into a gripping 
two-hour popcorn flick. 
Trust me, that job couldn’t 
have been easy to do.

In his first major starring 
role outside the High 
School Musical franchise, 
Zac Efron is looking to 
prove that he's more than 
just a pretty face, that he 
can carry a movie. 

And he very well might 
be able to, if the movie in 
question didn’t spend so 
much time trying to make 
that point. There’s a cer¬ 
tain “Hey look, he’s doing 
it!” aspect to 17 Again that 
can get in the way of the 
movie itself. 

Taking a page more from 
It’s a Wonderful Life than 
Vice Versa, 17 Again follows 
Mike O’Donnell (played as 
an adult by Matthew Perry), 
who tossed away a chance at 
college basketball glory to 


be with his knoclced-up high 
school girlfriend. To Mike, 
it’s been downhill since 
then, and he’d give anything 
to do it all over again. 

That’s when, through a 
bit of hocus pocus, Mike is 
transformed back to his 17- 
year-old self (Efron), only 
it’s still present day, so sud¬ 
denly he’s going to high 
school with his teen kids. 


To add a boost of comic 
support, Efron has as a 
sidekick Thomas Lennon, 
from MTV’s cult classic The 
State and more recently 
Reno 911. As Mike’s nerdy 
and now-rich lifelong 
friend, Lennon displays his 
usual knack for mixing 
sweet and creepy to hilari¬ 
ous effect. And his 
courtship of the school’s 


principal (Melora Hardin of 
The Office) steals some of 
the movie’s biggest laughs. 

It’s an enjoyable come¬ 
dy, with a cute and touch¬ 
ing story to tell, but it 
tends to stumble over the 
effort put into trying to sell 
us on Zac Efron, Leading 
Man. From the looks of it, 
Efron doesn’t need the 
help, anyway.

When asked about the 
odd request, Downey de¬ 
murs. “You’re supposing 
that he let me into his clos¬ 
et,” the actor says. “He nev¬ 
er even dignified it with a 
response.” 

In fact, according to 
Downey, Lopez spurned all 
attempts at close study. 

“He wanted to tell me 
that to impersonate him 
would be to do a disservice 
to the movie,” Downey 
says. 

Lopez is more than satis¬ 
fied with the results. “I did¬ 
n’t want him to feel obligat¬ 
ed to try and represent me, 
necessarily,” Lopez says. 

“But each time I see the 
movie, I see some new way 
in which he’s captured 
some little nuance. Each 
time I see it, I appreciate 
the depth of his perform¬ 
ance all the more.”

Larter plays Obsessed 


Starring Mother Earth

The BBC series Planet 
Earth is one of the most re¬ 
markable pieces of docu¬ 
mentary filmmaking ever 
produced. Working with 
groundbreaking high defi¬ 
nition cameras and a mas¬ 
sive worldwide crew, the 
series captured 
remarkable images of na¬ 
ture that have been 
thrilling audiences since it 
premiered in 2006. 

The breathtaking images 
worked fine on TV, but oc¬ 
casionally the show felt so 
large in scale that it de¬ 
manded a larger canvas. 
Fortunately, Planet Earth 
co-directors Alastair 

Fothergill and Mark Lin¬ 
field felt the same way and 
simultaneously shot a fea¬ 
ture film entitled Earth for 
Disney, while they were 
filming the series for the 
BBC. 

“The two projects were 
commissioned simultane¬ 


ously, so we literally began 
both at exactly the same 
time,” says co-director Alas- 
tair Fothergill. “To make a 
movie on the scale of Earth 
with all the locations and 
all the difficult behaviour, 
the budget would have 
been astronomical. 

“So by working the two 
budgets in parallel, both 
projects benefited a great 
deal. We think that they’re 
wonderful companion 
pieces partly because the 



big screen and the sur¬ 
round sound offers an ex¬ 
perience so much richer 
than what you’d get on 
even a high definition tele¬ 
vision.” 

Linfield also felt that 
there were benefits to 
gearing Earth towards the 


big screen that just could¬ 
n’t be achieved in the BBC 
series. 

“The great thing about a 
movie is that you’ve got 85 
minutes of people’s unin¬ 
terrupted attention and 
that allows you to design a 
veiy different stoiyline. We 
crafted a stoiyline for the 
film with three main char¬ 
acters (polar bears, ele¬ 
phants, and humpback 
whales), whereas the televi¬ 
sion series was habitat 
based. 

The scale of the project 
was gigantic — over three 
years and 2,000 days of 
filming — but the message 
is surprisingly intimate, 
highlighting the natural 
beauty and tight-knit rela¬ 
tionships that connect all 
species on the planet. 

As Linfield puts it, 
“Amongst all the bad news 
we really hope that people 
will feel that Earth is a cel¬ 
ebration of our planet and 
visual evidence of the fact 
that there’s still plenty left 
to fight for.”

feature Ali Larter may act 
deluded in her latest thriller 
Obsessed but she has no 
delusions about society’s 
obsession with celebrity. 

“It’s part of what comes 
in our business,” admitted 
the actress recently. “The 
hardest part for most ac¬ 
tors is having to deal with 
the paparazzi and kind of 
how fans can sometimes 
take a moment too far. 

“But the other end of it is 
that we’ve chosen these ca¬ 
reers and when you put 
yourself in the public eye, 
there’s a certain amount of 
responsibility that comes 
with it.” 

While the 33-year-old 
star of TV’s Heroes has 
mostly avoided the tabloid 
trappings of many other 
young actresses, Larter still 
dislikes the paparazzi — 
but for a reason you might 
not expect. 

“Just always having to be 
on is, for me, the most diffi¬ 
cult part,” admitted Larter. 


“I don’t want to have to get 
ready before I leave my 
house ... who wants to wor¬ 
ry about that when they go 
to the grocery store? I just 
want to go peruse heirloom 
tomatoes and not woriy 
about a paparazzi jumping 
out from the bananas.” 

While Obsessed (in the¬ 
atres next Friday) may not 
directly deal with celebrity 
stalking, it does take a look 
at one woman’s crazed ob¬ 
session with a married man 
(Idris Elba) and how she 
sets out to sabotage his 
marriage to a less-than- 
complacent wife (Beyonce 
Knowles). 

For those who watch the 
film, it means catching a 
predicament most pa¬ 
parazzi would kill to wit¬ 
ness in person — an all-out 
catfight between Larter 
and Knowles. 

“She’s stunningly beauti¬ 
ful,” said Larter of the pop 
star. 

“One of my favorite mo¬ 
ments is having Beyonce 
charge at me. How many 
people get to have that 
happen in their life?”

Music fans push for 
record store revival

k-os has taken a step back 
to the basics on his fourth 
album Yes! 

While his last release, At¬ 
lantis: Hymns For Disco, 
found the hip-hop artist 
navigating the waters of 
soul, rock and folk, the new 
disc is characterized by 
thoughtful yet lighthearted 
rhymes underscored by 
warm melodies — some¬ 
thing closer to the feel of 
his second album, Joyful 
Rebellion. 

Speaking at the Second 
Cup across from MuchMu- 
sic on Toronto’s Queen 
Street West, k-os says the 
return to form came from 
being in transition. Finding 
himself between labels (he 
jumped from EMI to Uni¬ 
versal) and cities (living be¬ 
tween Toronto and Vancou¬ 
ver), he got back into the 
simple and comforting 
craft of making beats. 

“I often do that when I’m 
trying to figure stuff out,” 
he says. “And that was the 
whole thing that sparked 
the album’s sound, just the 
fun-ness of getting on my 
drum machines that were 
collecting dust.” 

There’s a refreshingly 
playful atmosphere run¬ 
ning through Yes! Case in 
point, the track I Wish I 
Knew Natalie Portman,

which features Nelly Furta- 
do and Saukrates, singing 
and rhyming over the in¬ 
delible piano line from the 
track California by Phan¬ 
tom Planet, which is best 
known as the theme song 
for the popular TV series 
The O.C. He first heard the 
Rich Kidd-produced beat at 
Saukrates’s studio a couple 
years ago and decided he 
had to use it. 

“I was like ‘dude, you 
gotta let me rap on this,”’ 
k-os says. He knew it’d be a 
hit while DJing. “I did a 
party at Whislter one time 
where I ran it and the 
crowd just got right into it, 
like right away.” 

While Portman isn’t 
mentioned in the song, the 
actress is symbolic to k-os. 

While he loves the ac¬ 
knowledgement and atten¬ 
tion he receives in this 
country, “I think part of 
my soul wants to soar out¬ 
side of Canada, and Natalie 
Portman and California 
represents going west. ‘Go 
west, young man.’ Or go 
south, in this case. 

“When I see her work, 
she’s amazing. But the ref¬ 


erence is more about want¬ 
ing to step out of the bub¬ 
ble and get into new reali¬ 
ties, which is what I’m 
about.” 

As longtime followers 
know, k-os stands 
for knowledge of self and 
Yes! does feature a healthy 
dose of introspection typi¬ 
cal of his previous work. 
The self-reflection comes to 
a peak on the song Burning 
Bridges, which he insists is 
more about redefining 
himself than cutting peo¬ 
ple from out of his world. 

“There’s a lyric on that 
song that goes, ‘That’s why 
I’m back in the building, to

burn the flame of the fame 
I was building.’ I think 
every record is an opportu¬ 
nity to re-establish your 
persona,” he says. 

“Sometimes I’ll see some 
of the things that I bought 
in the past, or the clothes 
in my closet and think, 
who is that guy? I start to 
see that I’m separating my¬ 
self from the person that I 
was.” 



n the olden days before 
iTunes, Napster and 
MP3s, there was some¬ 
thing called the 
“record store.” 

It worked like this: You 
saved up your money, went 
to the store (during busi¬ 
ness hours, of course), 
scoured the shelving in 
hopes of finding some¬ 
thing that you wanted, 
waited in line at the count¬ 
er and then gave a clerk 
money in exchange for the 
pieces of plastic in your 
arms. You then returned 
home and decrypted what 
was on those pieces of plas¬ 
tic using strange mechani¬ 
cal equipment, some of 
which involved dragging a 
really hard rock through 
the grooves etched in the 
more ancient forms of 
these plastic discs. 

Record stores were places 
where you met other music 
fans. You learned from their 
choices and from their 
opinions. And if you were 
lucky, you had a guy behind 
the counter who could 
counsel you on what to buy 
and what to avoid. 

A trip to teh record store 
was an adrenalin rush. 
First, there was the antici¬ 
pation of what cool thing 


you might find this week. 
Second, you had to get past 
the clerk who vetted your 
selections, whether you 
wanted this particular serv¬ 
ice or not. He’d flip 
through your potential 
purchases, assessing each 
record: “Crap. Crap. Crap. 
This one’s not bad. Crap. 
Nice one. Crap.” Then he’d 
look at you: “Still want all 
these?” 

All that seems like such a 
long time ago. There’s an 
entire generation of music 
fans who have quite literal¬ 
ly never set foot in a record 
store unless it was by acci¬ 
dent. The whole experi¬ 
ence of record shopping 
seems primitive and whol¬ 
ly unnecessary. 

I like convenience, choice 
and gadget as much as the 
next person, but I still en¬ 
joy the record store experi¬ 
ence. And tomorrow, it’s 
hoped that many millions 
of people will participate in 
Record Store Day, an annu¬ 
al international event start¬ 
ed in 2007 designed to re¬ 
mind people about the 
place the record store has 
in the community. 

Here’s what you should 
do. First, check out record- 
storeday.com/canada to 
find the participating 
stores closest to you. Sec¬ 
ond, read Nick Hornby’s 
High Fidelity tonight. 
Third, go hang out in the 
store for a couple of hours. 
You’ll be glad you did.

Melissa McClelland has al¬ 
ways been open to new 
styles of music. What she 
needed was a focus. She 
found it through a few 
months in Nashville and a 
new home in Hamilton. 

Over the years, the 
Burlington, Ont., raised 
singer-songwriter has 
backed up pop mega-star 
Sarah McLachlan, sang for 
flamenco guitarist Jesse 
Cook, crooned with Van¬ 
couver rocker Matthew 
Good, collaborated with 
alt-country veterans Blue 
Rodeo and worked day¬ 
time TV with 10-year-old 
star Daniel Cook. 

Her debut solo album, 
Stranded in Suburbia 
(2004), was aimed at the 
pop charts and got plenty 
of air time on stations like 
Mix and CHUM FM. Her 
second album, Thumbelli- 
na’s One Night Stand, 
(2006) was more of a col¬ 
lage, featuring pop, coun¬ 
try, folk and cabaret. 

“I was so happy with the 
way the last album turned 
out, but it was a transition 
record,” McClelland says. 
“I was trying to find out 
where I was going with 
my songwriting. I was try¬ 
ing out the whole roots 
thing and it was feeling re¬ 
ally good but it hadn’t re¬ 
ally taken shape yet.” 

On her new CD, Victoria 
Day, that focus takes 
shape in a retro-roots way. 
Although the 12 tracks on 
the album are all origi¬ 
nals, they have a distinc¬ 
tive sound that resides in 
the late ’50s torch songs 
of Patsy Cline and Peggy 
Lee. 

McClelland says she ab¬ 
sorbed the country roots 
sound while living in 
Nashville with her hus¬ 
band/producer Luke 
Doucet for a few months 
in 2006. 

The key tracks on the 
CD, however, focus on Mc¬ 


Clelland’s return home 
from her brief flirtation 
with Music City. The cou¬ 
ple started off living in an 
apartment in Toronto and 
then purchased a house in 
Hamilton. The two-part ti¬ 
tle track, Victoria Day, fol¬ 


lows the move lyrically, 
starting off where “the 
devil lives in Christie Pits” 
and moving to “Steel- 
town” and “a big old 
house with too many 
floors and ghosts for every 
story we’ve never told.” 


The move started out 
bumpy in the early spring 
of last year, but was pretty 
much finished by Victoria 
Day. Hence the title. 

“We moved into a beau¬ 
tiful old house that came 
with its own set of is¬ 
sues,” McClelland says. 
“There were bats and 
squirrels living there. The 
walls were crumbling and 
everything was falling 
apart. We put a tremen¬ 
dous amount of work into 
it. But it’s all good now.”

Getting safe sex message out there

“When I got the numbers 

— 3,000 young people un¬ 
der 25 being affected daily 

— I would never have 
thought that would be the 
statistic/’ says Solange 
Knowles about HIV/AIDS- 
related unprotected sex. 

The young singer/song¬ 
writer helped to kick off 
the global Yes, Yes, Yes to 
Safe Sex event for MTV 
and The Body Shop in New 
York City on Tuesday. 

“Initially I thought this 
was a really heavy, scary 
topic, but it must be talked 
about ... There are so 
many campaigns that 
preach wrap-it-up, wrap-it- 
up, condom, condom, con¬ 
dom, but the numbers 
aren’t going down — 
they’re rising. Collectively, 
we have to figure out a 
way to make this less un¬ 
comfortable to talk about, 
to state the facts and bring 
awareness so that young 
people can react.”

MTV and The Body Shop 
are doing their part with 
campaigns to benefit 
MTV’s Staying Alive Foun¬ 
dation, which works to em¬ 
power the 18 to 25 set 
when it comes to the safe¬ 


ty-first sex issue. With each 
$8 purchase of The Body 
Shop’s Tantalizing Lip But¬ 
ter, $5 goes toward the 
foundation (staying- 

alive.org) to help create 
HIV-prevention programs. 


Knowles, 22, firmly 
maintains that advocating 
abstinence isn’t enough. 

“My parents did a really 
great job at giving us what 
I call ‘the real deal holy 
field’ so that we could be in 


the position to make deci¬ 
sions on our own,” she says 
in an interview with Metro. 
Knowles added that she 
was about 13 when she 
first learned about safe sex. 

For her, education and 
being armed with all the 
facts about risks and con¬ 
sequences is key. “The real¬ 
ity is that 
young peo¬ 
ple are hav¬ 
ing sex,” she 
insists. And 
getting a no¬ 
sex-before¬ 
marriage 
message 
from one side, and unin¬ 
formed input from a 
young peer group on the 
other side can result in 
confusion. 

On the subject of being a 
role model for today’s 
young people, Knowles is 
quick to credit her mother 
as a positive influence in 
her life and to say she had 
great role models, but that 
no matter how many re¬ 
sources there are, ulti¬ 
mately people have to 


make their own choices. 

“Obviously, me having a 
child at 18 may not be 
someone’s perception of a 
role model, and some peo¬ 
ple could quickly say 
where was your mother,” 
she admits. “But it’s deci¬ 
sion-making you have to 
live with, that you have to 
be happy

Octomorm wants 18-year doc deal

newborn octuplets says 
she will do a documentary 
series following her babies 
until they are 18 years old, 
but the production compa¬ 
ny says it is still in “exclu¬ 
sive negotiations” for the 
deal. 

Nadya Suleman, who 
gave birth to six boys and 
two girls in Los Angeles on 
Jan. 26, said she would al¬ 
low a television crew to 
film her family six times a 
year. The babies are only 
the second known set of 
octuplets born alive in the 
United States. 

“It is official. I’m going 
to be doing a show, but it’s 
not a reality show,” Sule¬ 
man told Life & Style mag¬ 
azine, adding that the se¬ 
ries would be made by the 
British arm of independ¬ 
ent production company 
Eye works. 

“What I’m doing with 
this TV show is basically 
creating documentaries 
about the lives of my chil¬ 
dren. It’s going to be an 
ongoing thing, and it will 
follow them from now un¬ 
til they are 18,” she said. 

Suleman said the show 
would be aired in Britain 
and then possibly the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

But Eyeworks chief exec¬ 
utive officer Reinout Oer- 


lemans said in a statement 
Wednesday that the com¬ 
pany was still in “exclusive 
negotiations” with Sule¬ 
man for “an unscripted 
format following the life 
of Nadya and her chil¬ 
dren.” 

“Nadya’s story is a very 
unique and exciting one 
that needs to be told in the 
right manner,” Oerlemans 
said. “We are confident 
that we are the right party 
to tell their story around 


the world.” 

Suleman became a light¬ 
ning rod for public 
ridicule after it was 
learned that she was a di¬ 
vorced, jobless mother of 
six living with her parents 
on government assistance 
when she became preg¬ 
nant with octuplets 
through in vitro fertiliza¬ 
tion. 

Suleman — nicknamed 
“Octomom” in the U.S. 
media — has since moved 


into a new home with her 
children and the last of 
the octuplets was released 
from the hospital this 
week. 

The Smoking Gun web¬ 
site, reported Wednesday 
that Suleman has applied 
to trademark the name 
“Octomom.” It posted on¬ 
line an application said to 
be made by Suleman to 
the U.S. Patent and Trade¬ 
mark Office.

Sweet and Sour 
Glazed Pork with 
Pineapple 

INGREDIENTS: 

14 oz (398 ml) can juice- 
packed pineapple wedges 
1/2 cup (125 ml) red 
currant jelly 
2 tbsp (25 ml) plus 2 tsp 
(10 mL) Dijon mustard 
3/4 tsp (4 ml) salt 
1 lb (500 g) well-trimmed 
pork tenderloin 
1 tbsp (15 ml) lemon juice 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 400 F 
(200 C). Drain and dice 
pineapple, reserving juice. 

2. Combine pineapple 
juice, currant jelly, 2 tbsp 
(25 ml) mustard, and 1/4 
tsp (1 ml) salt in small pot. 
Cook over medium heat, 
stirring frequently, until 
jelly has melted and mix¬ 
ture is slightly syrupy and 
reduced to 2/3 cup, 5 min¬ 
utes. Cool to room temper¬ 
ature. Measure out 1/2 cup 
of mixture and set aside as 


a sauce. Reserve mixture 
remaining in pot for a 
baste. 

3. Place pork in 7 x 11-in. 
(18 x 28-cm) baking dish. 
Sprinkle with lemon juice 
and remaining 1/2 tsp (2 
ml) salt. Brush pork with 
basting mixture. Roast 
pork, basting every 10 
minutes with pan juices, 
until cooked through, 30 
minutes. 

4. Meanwhile, combine 
diced pineapple with 
remaining 2 tsp (10 ml) 
mustard in small bowl. Let 
cooked pork stand 10 min¬ 
utes before slicing. Serve 
sliced pork with reserved 
sauce and pineapple-mus¬ 
tard mixture on the side.
